This must be 
done with a certain reason and system. If 
proper precautions are not observed, he 
says, you might keep right on boiling the 
things time and again, all the year round, 
and stull they would spoil. Boiling will

| ed from the spores, but it will not kill the 
| spores, . : 
| Sporesof ferment plants require only 
| from eight to twelve hours to develop. If 
they are-left longer than this time the spores 
will have become new plants and in turn 
have deposited new spores. To get rid of 
plants afid spores, therefore, the preserves 
should have first a good boiling and be set 
away in sealed vessels, and then about eight 
hours later be brought ayain just toa

Temperance in the Army. 

Sir George White, commander-in-chief of 
the British forces in India, haa been invea- 
ligating the relations between intemperance 
and crime and disease among the troops, 
and has obtained some highiy suggestive 
results, It appears that in 1893 there were 
eight general courts-martial in India for 
the trial of British soldiers —all of them 


non-abstainers, Of 1,450 soldiers tried at 
district courts-martial only 3t were abstain- 
ers. Of 1,150 soldiers tried by regimental 
courts-martial only 39 were albstainers, 
The number of abstainers in the ‘army in 
India has rapidly advanced trom 13,487 in 
1890 to 22,369 in 1894. Yet of thé total of 
2,608 courts-martial last year only 73 have 
been held tor the trial of members of the 
Army Temperazce Association. According 
to the percentage of its strength, the pro- 
portionate number should have been $69. 
Scarcely less remarkable are the étfects of 
temperance upon the health of thé British 
soldier in India. In 22 dicerent corps, 
impartially selected as representative of 
the Enylish, Scotch, and Irish reyzimenis, 
-the admissions into hospital were 54 pee 
cent. among abstainera and 10 per cent. 
among non-abstainers. The figures, in Sic 
George Wiite’s jud.ment, ‘* leate a rea- 
sonable presumption that half the -sickness 
in the British army in Iniiia is trageabie to 
drink.”’ He confesses that he ‘* was so as- 
tonished” by the returns showing intem- 
rance as the main cause of failute in the 
British soldier that he thought it his duty 
to order and carry out a special investi ga- 
tion of the regimental statistics, The re- 
sult has been to confirm their accuracy,

If you liveim the country, have your 
vegetables gathered from the garden at an 
early hour, so that there is ample time to 
search ter caterpillars, bugs, etc. These 
disagreeable additions need never make 
their appearance on table, in cauliflowers, 
cabbage, or lettuce, if the vegetable in its 
raw state Is allowed to souk in salt and 
water for an hour or two, Of course, if the 
vegetables are not brought in till the last 
moment, this precaution cannot be taken. 
Be very particular in cleaning all vegetables 
freefrom grit. Nothing is so unpieasant, 
and nothing so easily avoided, if vut com- 
mon care be exercised, 

When you have finished peeling onions, 
wash the knife at once and put it away to 
be cleaned. Nothing is more indicative of 
asioveniy and untidy cook than to use an 
“‘oniony” knife in the preparation of any 
dish where the flavor of the onion is a dis- 
agreeable surprise. e 

After you have washed your saucepana, 
fish-kettie,etc., stand them before the fire 
for a few minutes, to get thoroughly dry 
inside, before putting them away. They 
should be kept in a dry place,in order that 
they may escape the deteriorating intinence 
of rust, and thereby be quickly destroyed. 
Never leave saucepans dirty from one day s 
use to be cleaned the next ; it is slovenly 
and untidy. Incopper utensils, if the ua 
bas worn off, have it fmmetiately replaced. 

Padding-cloths and jeliy-bags should 
have your immediate attention after 
being used. The former should be weil 
washed, scaided and hung up to dry. Let 
them pe well aired betore being put away, 
or they will have a disagreeable odor when 
next wanted. No soda should be used in 
washing pudding-cloths.h 


Preparing Rice. 

I nave been a housekeeper ‘for a great 
many years, and in that time have cooked 
& great variety of food, writes a correspon- 
dent. Rice has always been a favorite 
dish in my family, and knowing that itis 
nutritious and easily digested, I have 
learned to prepare it in many different 
ways, 

Une of my methods is to wash a cupfal 
of rice carefully, cover it with cola water, 
set itover a siow fire and Jet it simmer 
slowly. When nearly done J remove it to 
the back of the stove, where it can steam 
notil quite soft. Another way is to cook 
rice in the morning and turn it into but- 
tered cups. When cold, tura out the con- 
tents, make a little hole in the top of each 
mold, fill with jelly, pour rich cream over 
the top and serve. 

The old-fashioned rice-pudding fi led 
with raising is very appetizing, and no one 
can know, unless they try the experiment, 
what a delicious flaver rice will impart 10 
a chicken pie. Rice left from dinner should 
be soaked in milk over night and made into 
griddle-cakes for breakfast. Alternate 
layers of rice and fruit make an inviting 
dish. It shouid be eaten with rich cream. 

I advise housekecpers to keep a suoply 
of riceon hand. It supplies the place ot 
fresh fruit, and its health-giving qualities 
cannot be questioned. Citidren especiaily 
relish a dish of nicely prepared rice, and 
the most fastidious mule will not refuse to 
partake of this attractive and wholesome 
addition to the bill of fare. 


The Kefrigerator 

It is a good plan to keep a small dish of 
wiered charcoal on one of the upper 
sheives of the refrigerator, as i: is anexcel- 
lent absorbent of odors, It should be 
changed every tew days. 

Food that has littie odor itself and food 
that absorbs odcrs readily should be placed 
at the bottom of the refrigerator. Ali foods 
with a strong odor shouid be kept on the 
top shelves. Sour milk or cream should not 
be kept in the refrigevator. Salad dressings, 
tartar sauce and celery should be covered 
closely, or they will flavor everything that 
is shut up with them. Pineapple, etraw- 
berries and raspberries should not be shu: 
into a common ice-chest with milk ot 
cream.

Of the aggregate mort- 
gage indebtedness incurred during the ten 
years throughout the anion, 16.06 per cent. 
was subject to rates less than 6 per cent.; 
41.89 per cent. to a rate of 6 per cent., and 
42.05 per cent, to rates higher than that 
Passing to details, we observe 
that in the decennial period of ISS0-89 the 
rate of interest on mortgages fell in New 
York from 5.89 to 5.34 per cent.; in Mas- 
sachusetts from 6.06 to 5.35 ; in Connecti- 
cut from 5.91 to 5.54 ; in New Jersey from 
5.98 to 5.61, and in Pennsylvania from 5.87 
to 5.65. In Kansas the average rate of 
interest. dropped from 9.47 to 8.453 in 
Colorado trom 11.05 to $,22:in Nebraska 
from 8.82 to 8.04, and in Seuth Dakota 
from 131 toS%. In Virginia, West 
Virginia and Tennessee the average rate 
has remained nearly stationary, close to 6 
per cent. In two states, Vermont and 
South Carolina, the rate bas risen, in the 
former trom 5.81! to 5.05 and in the latter

Whether the thread is 
influenced by the the pulse in the ‘* bail” 
of the thumb, or whether there is some un- 
conscious traneferetice of ‘‘ intention” from 
the brainto the thread, I do not know ; 
but in any case the matter is autiiciently 
interesting to be worthy of a critical test 
by persons who will carefully and without 
bias carry out this singular experiment of 
telling the time.
